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Bid to extend Tesco 


and bin recycle base 


ELY’S biggest recycling 
centre could be 
dumped to make way 
for a larger Tesco store. 

The supermarket giant 
wants to scrap the bottle 
banks and paper bins at 
their Angel Drove store as 
part of plans to expand 
the store by 525 sq m to 
more than 7,500 sq m. 

Tesco also wants to fell nine 
trees in the car park area and 
replace them with saplings as it 
remodels its car park, which 
would lose 15 spaces. 

Plans submitted to East Cam- 
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bridgeshire District Council this 
week show the store’s entrance 
will be replaced by a glazed 
external lobby. The 500 sq m 
extension will be built in the 
existing 21 mother and toddler 
parking spaces, which will be 
relocated to the far side of the 
car park. 

The City of Ely Council recom¬ 
mended at their meeting on 
Monday that the plans be rejected 
by the district council and the 
proposals have also faced furious 
opposition from other civic 
groups. 


Phillip Eden, chairman of Ely 
Perspective, an independent 
group dedicated to protecting 
Ely, said: “Tesco produces a hell 
of a lot of waste material and 
naturally people often use these 
recycling bins to get rid of it. 
Removing them is disgraceful. 

“A bigger store would suck 
even more of the lifeblood from 
the city centre as shoppers 
would desert smaller shops.” 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, a member 
of Ely Traders’ Association, was 
also concerned plans could cause 
Ely to become a “Tescotown”. 

She said: “Tesco wants to have 
a finger in every pie when it 
comes to retail. An expanded 
Tesco would drag more people 
out of the city centre.” 


A Tesco spokesman said: “It 
may be that that the recycling 
centre is not on the plans but we 
have a commitment to our 
customers that they can at the 
very least recycle carrier bags. 

“Tesco has invested millions of 
pounds on recycling across the 
country and Ely is no different. 
We will be talking to the local 
authority about plans for 
recycling at our Ely store.” 

Tesco hopes to get planning 
permission by early June. Work 
would take about three months 
and could start in the summer. 

Tesco is Britain’s biggest 
retailer and has a 30 per cent 
share of the UK’s supermarket 
sector.

Teen locked up 
for abduction 


A WELDER who 
ran away with two 
14-year-old girls has 
been locked up for 
child abduction. 

Stephen Miller, 19, 
collected the girls in the 
middle of the night in 
his car and the trio trav¬ 
elled to the Isle of 
Wight. 

A police hunt was 
launched the next morn¬ 
ing when their parents 
discovered they had dis¬ 
appeared, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard. 

It was the second time 
in six weeks that Miller 
- described as immature 
for his age - had run 
away with the teens. 

The first incident was 
under investigation 
when the three went 
missing again, Sara 
Walker, prosecuting, 
told the court. 

The second episode 
began on November 7, 
after Miller had a row 
with his father and 
stormed out of the 
family home in Chatt¬ 
eris. 

Miller told one of the 
girls, who he was going 
out with at the time, 
that he was leaving and 
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not planning to return 
to the area and she 
agreed to go with him. 
Her friend opted to go 
too, the court heard. 

Police monitored 
Miller’s bank card use 
and tracked them to the 
Isle of Wight. They were 
listed as missing for 
three days. 

Miller and the girls 
denied there was any 
sexual contact during 
their trip. On the final 
night, a second man the 
trio met up with on the 
island also became 
involved in the escapade 
and paid for a second 
room at a hotel, Ms 
Walker said. 

Appealing for a sus¬ 
pended sentence for 
Miller, Allison 

Summers, his counsel, 
said: “For the girls, this 
appears to have been 
little more than a jaunt. 
I suspect the parents felt 
it far more than they 
did. 

“It is significant there 
is no evidence in this 
case that this was a 
sexually motivated 
incident.” 


Psychiatric, psycho¬ 
logical and probation 
reports pointed to 
Miller’s immaturity and 
struggles to enter adult¬ 
hood and form relation¬ 
ships with people of his 
own age, the court 
heard. 

Miller, of London 
Road, admitted two 
charges of child abduct¬ 
ion and asked for the 
previous incident to be 
taken into considera¬ 
tion. 

On remand in youth 
custody since January 
when he breached bail 
conditions, Miller was 
sentenced to 15 months 
in a young offender 
institution, banned 
from driving for 18 
months and made 
subject to a five-year 
ASBO banning him 
from any contact with 
either of the girls. 

Passing sentence, 
Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth told Miller he had 
subjected the girls to 
danger by running away 
with them, adding: 
“These were two vulner¬ 
able girls and it is no 
excuse in the circum¬ 
stances of this case to 
say they were happy to 
accompany you.”

Survey finds a 
‘desperate 
need’ for hall 


SOHAM desperately 
needs a modern 
meeting place with 
space for up to 180 
people, according to 
planning experts. 

Researchers Celia 
Dickinson and Gill 
Robinson made their 
recommendations at 
Soham Town Council’s 
annual meeting on 
Monday after a three- 
month audit of the 
town’s community 
facilities. 

Councillors and resi¬ 
dents were told there 
were 30 meeting places 
in Soham, but none 
could provide space for 
larger groups of bet¬ 
ween 70 to 150 people. 

The two venues which 
previously provided 
space for larger func¬ 
tions - Soham Lodge 
Hotel and St Andrew’s 
Church Hall - have both 
closed. 

The future of the 
hotel remains in doubt 
after it closed suddenly 
last month, while lead¬ 
ing campaigners fight¬ 
ing the loss of the 
church hall have adm¬ 
itted defeat after dev¬ 
elopers submitted plans 
last month to turn it 
into 13 homes. 
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Peggy Gibbon, who is 
campaigning for a new 
hall, said: “There is a 
great need in Soham for 
a new community hall, 
either in the town centre 
or the recreation 
ground, perhaps adja¬ 
cent to the pavilion. 

“It should have a main 
hall with a stage, two 
further small rooms, to 
be used as dressing 
rooms or meeting 
rooms, and a kitchen 
and bar. The Guides and 
Scouts could meet there. 

“Soham has lost three 
public halls to housing 
development, The 
Central Hall in Fountain 
Lane, The Conservative 
Hall in White Hart Lane 
and The Liberal Hall in 
Station Road. 

“St Andrews Church 
Hall was well used in 
the early days by the 
Sunday school, the WI, 
amateur dramatic 
groups and, until 1997, it 
was still used by youth 
clubs and for jumble 
sales, bazaars and a 
much-needed mini¬ 
market with shoes, 
clothing and carpet 
sales. 


“Residents feel the 
sale of the hall took the 
very heart out of Soham 
and asked why its 
renovation was not put 
forward for Millennium 
Money and why the 
Town Council did not 
ask for a grant from 
East Cambridgeshire 
District Council.” 

However, the recent 
survey found that small 
groups of up to 30 
people and medium¬ 
sized groups up to 70 
were able to book a 
facility easily at a 
reasonable cost. 

The 140 residents 
interviewed felt that 
although 12 of the 25 
halls were of a good 
standard, there were a 
number of older build¬ 
ings which needed 
improving and modern¬ 
ising. 

Existing facilities will 
now be encouraged to 
make improvements 
with the aim of achiev¬ 
ing the Hallmark 
Quality Standard, a 
scheme used to measure 
the quality of village 
halls. 

Soham Town Council 
will look at the report 
and take the findings 
into consideration.

Heartbreak behind 
son’s missing name

THE family of an Ely 
airman have welcomed 
plans to honour him 
nearly 70 years after his 
death. 

The Weekly News revealed 
the tragic story of Sergeant 
Harry Taylor when an 
anonymous reader dropped a 
photo of him into our Ely 
office, hoping to reunite it with 
surviving members of his 
family 

The photo of Harry - in 
uniform relaxing on a boat on 
the River Ouse in Ely - 
prompted several responses 
from readers, including from 
Harry’s friends who have 
called for his name to be added 
to the city’s war memorial in 
Market Place. 

The 23-year-old died when 
his Blenheim aircraft crashed 
into a hill on the Greek- 
Albanian border on December 
7,1940. 

Harry’s cousin Jean Twine, 
84, has now backed the move to 
honour Harry, which is being 
considered by Ely’s British 
Legion branch. 

Mrs Twine also explained 
the heartbreaking reason why 
Harry’s name is missing from 
the memorial. 

She said: “Harry’s mother, 
Frances, could never accept he

was dead. She believed he 
survived the crash, had 
amnesia and would come home 
one day. 

“She was convinced in her 
own mind that someone in 
Greece was looking after him. 
She didn’t alter his room for 
years because she was sure she 
would see him again. 

“They didn’t find the plane 
until 10 years later and they 
couldn’t identify the indiv¬ 
idual bodies - only count them. 

“Frances eventually visited 
Harry’s grave in Greece and 
told me she felt sorry for the 
other families, but not herself 
as Harry was still alive. That’s 
why she refused to let them put 
his name on the memorial.” 


The grief of losing her only 
son followed the heartbreak of 
losing her husband, also called 
Harry, in the Battle of Arras in 
the First World War in 1917 - 
just six weeks before Harry 
was born. 

Harry’s grandfather, also 
called Harry, also died of 
wounds suffered in the Battle 
of Somme and is buried in Mill 
Road Cemetery in Cambridge. 

Mrs Twine, who lives in 
Maidenhead, Kent, said: 
“Harry once said to me ‘I 
wonder if I will go the same 
way as the other Harry 
Taylors’. 

“But he always wanted to 
join the forces and always 
wanted to fly. He was very 
proud of his RAF career and I 
remember sewing the badges 
onto the uniform in the picture 
that appeared in your paper. 

“Harry and I spent a lot of 
time on the river together and 
I was probably on the boat 
when the picture was taken. 

“We spent a lot of time 
together, playing the violin, 
fruit picking and going for 
bike rides. 

“He was a real heartthrob 
and I had a real crush on him - 
he was a wonderful fellow. 

“But it seemed there was a 
jinx on him and his whole 
family. They were a very sad 
trio of Harry Taylors.”

Father and 
son facing 
raids trial 


A FATHER and son 
appeared in court 
charged with a string 
of armed robberies. 

James Curtis, 47, and his 
17-year-old son Mark, both 
of Mill Field, Littleport, 
were charged along with 
another man, Charles Lee, 
of Great Gedding. 

They were accused of a 
number of offences relating 
to more than 30 crimes bet¬ 
ween last August and Feb¬ 
ruary in villages across 
Cambridgeshire, Norfolk 
Lincolnshire and Oxford¬ 
shire.

No pleas were entered 
and there were no applic¬ 
ations for bail. 

Magistrates declined to 
place an anonymity order, 
which would have stopped 
the press from naming 
Mark Curtis. 

A fourth man, James

ences, appeared before 
Lynn magistrates the pre¬ 
vious week. 

He was also remanded in 
custody and his case adj¬ 
ourned until May 16, when 
all four will appear at 
crown court.

NEARLY 60 per cent of 
people were against the 
principle of congestion 
charging, according to 
a survey by our sister 
paper. 

As Cambridgeshire County 
Council prepares to unveil 
the results of its public 
consultation, the Cambridge 
Evening News found most 
respondents opposed char¬ 
ging in principle, 57 per cent 
did not believe everyone 
should pay the same and just 
37 per cent thought a charge 
of £3 or £5 between 7.30am 
and 9.30am Monday to Friday 
in Cambridge would have 
“some effect” on traffic. 

However when asked to 
what extent people would 
support congestion charging 
in Cambridge if it was only 
introduced between 7.30am 
and 9.30am Monday to Friday 
in the city, the number 
opposed fell to 50 per cent. 

And if all revenues raised 
through the charge were 
spent on improving transport 
across Cambridgeshire, app¬ 
roval for a charge increased 


to 48 per cent, with 13 per 
cent undecided. 

When the question was 
changed so it asked how far 
people would support a 
congestion charge if attrac¬ 
tive alternatives were in 
place for travelling in Cam¬ 
bridge, those in favour went 
up to 60 per cent. 

This was backed up by 70 
per cent who said they would 
use the car less if attractive 
alternatives were in place. 


Cambridgeshire County 
Council is bidding for £500 
million of Government cash 
for transport improvements 
but will only get the money if 
it introduces congestion 
charging in Cambridge. 

Out of the 180 people who 
completed the News survey, 
70 lived in the city and 84 in 
South Cambridgeshire, 63 
per cent listed “car” as their 
main method of travel, 44 per 
cent travelled in daily and 37 


per cent usually travelled in 
the city between 6.30am and 
9.29am - the time a toll could 
be introduced. 

Just 5 per cent of respon¬ 
dents said they travelled on 
foot, 22 per cent rode a bike 
and 23 per cent took buses, 
including Park and Ride. 

When it came to con¬ 
gestion levels, 20 per cent 
admitted it was a very 
serious issue and 43 per cent 
said it was “serious” but only 


37 per cent said they could be 
persuaded to reduce their car 
use if it helped ease the jams. 

Mark Lloyd, chief exec¬ 
utive of Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “One 
thing we do know is that we 
have to do something. 

“Even if we don’t pursue 
the Transport Innovation 
Fund we have to have a plan 
B.” 

Cllr Roy Pegram, deputy 
leader of Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “The 
results of the survey are very 
interesting - 63 per cent of 
people think congestion is a 
serious problem and this is 
important because it under¬ 
lines why tackling cong¬ 
estion must be a key priority 
for the county council. 

“It’s also encouraging to 
see that 59 per cent support 
congestion charging in 
Cambridge if attractive 
alternatives are in place for 
travelling in Cambridge. 

“Putting these attractive 
alternatives in place before a 
charge is introduced has 
always been a central part of 
our proposals. 

“Having said that, we are 
still not in a position to 
commit to any sort of charge 
yet.” 



SCHOOL run traffic is being 
blamed for causing most of the 
jams in Cambridge. 

Parents dropping their children 
off at school was cited as the 
main problem by people 
responding to the Cambridge 
Evening News' congestion 
charging survey who claimed 
traffic levels were much lower 
out of term time. Many said if 
school buses ran from Park and 
Ride sites, congestion would 
go down. 

■ 45 per cent of respondents 
strongly opposed the principle 
of congestion charging. 

■ 13 per cent tended to 
oppose the principle of 
congestion charging. 

■ 57 per cent did not think 
everyone should pay the same 
amount for a charge. 

■ 53 per cent of people 
believed congestion levels in 
Cambridge stayed the same 
during the past 12 months. 

■ 8 per cent thought a £3 
charge during morning peak 
times would have “a great deal 
of effect” on reducing 
congestion. 

■ 23 per cent believed a £5 
charge would have a great deal 
of effect. 

■ 47 per cent said it would cost 
them more. 

■ 25 per cent said congestion 
charging would not affect them. 

■ 8 per cent believed it would 
improve their journeys.

Vision clears latest hurdle 


THE National Trust has acquired 
500 more acres for the ambitious 
Wicken Vision to reflood large 
swathes of farmland to create a 
biodiversity zone. 

Hurdle Hall Farm, near Burwell, 
is the latest property to have been 
bought under the trust’s scheme 
which aims to restore 56 square 
kilometres of farmland between 
Soham and Cambridge to its former 
marshland state to encourage 
endangered wildlife. 

The trust bought the 103-acre 
Hurdle Hall Farm using a £400,000 
donation from Viridor, a Taunton- 
based waste management firm. 

The company donated the cash 
through its credit scheme, which 
otherwise would have been paid to 
the Government in landfill tax. 

It will enable the National Trust 
to begin habitat restoration at 
Hurdle Hall and adjacent Burwell 
Fen, restoring more than 500 acres 


as part of the UK Biodiversity 
Action Plan. 

Patrick Capper, chief Executive of 
Viridor Credits, said: “The Wicken 
Fen Vision stood out as a worthy 
recipient of our Community 
Wildlife Award. 

“Not only will our funds be used 
to protect one of the most 
biologically diverse areas in Europe 
but we’ll also be allowing many 
future generations to enjoy this 
wonderful and beautiful area.” 

Philip Broadbent Yale, National 
Trust area manager, said: “The trust 
is extremely grateful to Viridor for 
its support of the Wicken Fen 
Vision. 

“The financial support provided 
via Viridor will enable the trust to 
achieve three key objectives of the 
Wicken Fen Vision: wildlife con¬ 
servation, provision for public 
recreation and environmental 
education.”

The petition will now be 
delivered to 10 Downing 
Street this month ahead of a 
decision by Secretary of 
State for Local Government 
and Communities Hazel 
Blears in the summer over 
the proposed 5,100-home 
new town, near Stretham. 

It follows months of 
market stalls, door-to-door 
calls and street canvassing 
by the anti-Mereham cam¬ 
paigners, who say the

PUPILS from King’s 
School, Ely, are among the 
best mathematicians in 
Britain. 

They were among more 
than 200,000 youngsters 
nationwide who sat the 
Intermediate Mathematical 
Challenge in February. 
More than 90 King’s pupils 
gained bronze, silver or 
gold certificates, but five of 
their colleagues were 
outstanding. 

Chloe Crowther Jonathan 
Moore, Kyoichi Aizawa and 
King’s International Study 
Centre students Vince 
Deng and Ryan Liu did so 
well they were invited to 
take part in the ‘Maths 
Olympiad’ with 400 others.

Call to sell 
cannabis in 
special shops 


CANNABIS should be 
legalised according to 
Labour’s parliament¬ 
ary spokesman for 
South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

John Cowan, who is set to 
run against Tory MP Jim 
Paice in the next General 
Election, has called for 
cannabis to be removed 
from the Misuse of Drugs 
Act and sold instead in 
regulated shops. 

He said: “Cannabis in 
certain forms is neither 
harmful nor dangerous. 

“I would suggest it is 
treated in the same way we 
treat other drugs like 
tobacco and alcohol and 
control its sale through 
licenced premises. 

“This would have several 
benefits as it would take out 
of the hands of criminals 
something that is used by at 
least five million people in 
the UK. 

“Currently there is no 
regulatory body, such as 
Trading Standards, that 
protects the interests of 
cannabis users from either 
buying cannabis of low 
quality or the amount the 
customer has paid to buy

the cannabis. Of course, 
there is an issue with a 
form of cannabis called 
‘skunk’, which contains a 
high levels of THC which 
may cause problems for 
some users. 

“The way to get round 
this would be to have limits 
on the amounts of THC that 
legally sold cannabis could 
contain, as we do with the 
level of tar in tobacco. 

“This week the Advisory 
Council on the Misuse of 
Drugs is to report into the

Yet more proposals to 
incentivise large institutions to 
invest intensively in rental 
accommodation has the 
potential to skew the private- 
rented sector away from a 
diverse housing market 
designed to meet different 
needs and budgets. 

With the global credit crunch 
continuing to affect tenants 
and homeowners alike, the 
NLA believes that the sensible 
aim of investment incentives 


should be to cover the full 
range of investors in the 
private-rented sector, 
including professional private 
landlords and institutional 
investors alike. By ensuring 
that rental market is open and 
diverse, the Government can 
be confident the lower end of 
the market, housing the most 
vulnerable in society, is not 
forgotten as 'low-profit'. There 
is room for all types of 
investment. 

David Salusbury, Chairman, 
NLA, warning about the 
commoditisation of housing, 
said: 

"We should be wary of calls to 
mirror the US housing market 
here in the UK, especially 
since there are few similarities 
and the US housing market is 
suffering considerably.”

Audi’s overall sales have 
risen from 0.6 per cent of 
the UK market in 1991 to 
4.53 in 2007, so I think we 
can safely say it is doing 
nicely, thank you very 
much.

BUYING an Audi TT is always a 
cool thing to do, according to buyer 
advice website UsedCarExpert.com. 

“It is like a BMW 3-Series or a Mini. Or an 
iPod. When you tell someone that is what 
you have bought, they never turn their noses 
up,” says website spokesman Matt 
Tumbridge. 

“I don’t understand why,” he adds. “It is a 
perfectly good car, but some days, it feels like 
everyone has one.” 

Tumbridge looks here at pricing for a 
second-hand TT, and also at those of a couple 
of overlooked competitors. 

■ Audi TT Coupe and Roadster (1999-present): 

“The designer shape still turns heads, 
although there are loads around, including 
left-hand drive imports. 

Prices are now down to almost sensible 
levels, and build quality remains a 
reassuring constant,” he says. 

Most economical model is the 1.8T 180, 
returning 31.7mpg overall, and best used buy 
is the 180 T Coupe, which offers better value, 
yet is still quick and marginally cheaper to 
run. 

UsedCarExpert.com lists 12 pre-buy 
checks, and prices a year 2000 1.8T, with 
around 80,000 miles on the clock, at between 
£7,000 and £8,825. 

■ Mazda RX8 (2004-present): “Utterly unique 
and highly sought-after, this is an excellent 
all-rounder,” confirms Tumbridge. “It has 
just about been around long enough to 
depreciate, but newer models are still a little 
pricey.” 

Most economical model is the low-power 
version, returning 26.7mpg, while best used 
buy is the high-power variant. 

There’s 10 faults to look for listed by 
UsedCarExpert.com, which prices a 40,000- 
mile, year 2004 1.3 PS, at around £8,900 to 
£10,150.

Figures reveal how 
times have changed 

A COMPLETION of motoring-related 
statistics from the Institute of Advanced 
Motoring Trust was published this week. 

■ In 2005-06, British households spent 
an average of £73.30 on motoring and 
travel compared with only £48.30 in 1984. 

■ Car occupants travelled 678 billion 
kilometres in 2005 compared with just 58 
billion kms in 1952 and 297 billion kms in 
1970. 

■ While an average of 325 walking 
journeys were made a year in the mid- 
1970s, this number had fallen to 249 in 
2006. 

■ Car drivers made an average of 430 car 
trips in 2006 compared with only 262 in 
the mid-1970s. 

■ Travellers took an average of 108 bus 
journeys a year in the mid-1970s but only 
65 in 2006. 

■ Rail travel, though, has increased, with 
Britons taking an average of 11 trips a 
year by train in the mid-1970s compared 
with 16 in 2006. 

■ The total number of miles travelled 
within the UK by Britons rose steadily in 
the mid-1970s to the mid-1990s but the 
rate of increase has slowed since then. 

■ The average distance travelled was 
4,740 miles in 1975-76, rising to 5,317 in 
1985-86, to 6,981 in 1995-97 and 7,164 
in 1998-2000 before falling back to 7,133 
in 2006. 

■ Of the journeys made by people in 
2006, around a quarter were for 
leisure/social purposes.

‘Healthy travel will 
aid obesity battle’ 

SEVENTY organisations this week 
called on politic-ians to invest 10 per 
cent of transport budgets on cycling 
and walking initiatives to fight obesity. 

The groups, who include the 
Association of Directors of Public 
Health (ADPH), also want to see 20mph 
speed limits across all residential areas. 

They are also calling for improved 
driver training, better-enforced traffic 
laws, and more cycle routes. 

The organisations said that in 
2006/07, spending on cycling in England 
amounted to 0.3 per cent of the 
transport budget and 0.4 per cent in 
Wales. 

The groups believe significant 
investment now could help create a 
shift away from sedentary travel and 
have a huge impact on public health. 

ADPH president Dr Tim Crayford 
said: “If we really want to see levels of 
obesity declining in the UK, we have to 
move on from the rhetoric. We need to 
see a visible investment in 
infrastructure that makes cycling and 
walking the travel modes of choice for 
people across the country.
